Report of Committee On Tariff and 


Reciprocity Submitted to the Con- 
vention—Fund of Million and a Half 
Urged to Combat Labor Unions. 
Opposed to Rate Regulation. 


New York, May 22. — President 


James W. Van. Cleave, in presenting 
his 
annual 
report 
to 
the 
Na- 


tional 
Association 
of 
Manufac- 


turers of the United States, called 
for a fund of $1,500,000 to be used 
during the next three years in com- 
batting what he termed industrial op- 
pression. 
ThS principles of the as- 


sociation were, he said, founded upon 
the open shop, opposition to the boy- 
cott and the dictation of labor unions, 
and the fund would- be required to fur- 
ther these tenets. 
Subsequently, a 


committee of 35 was named to devise 
means of raising the million and a 
half. 


The association placed itself on rec- 


ord by the adoption of a report sub- 
mitted by the committee on interstate 
commerce, opposing any compulsory 
reduction in the rates for transporta- 
tion of passengers by railroads. 
The 


committee, in its report, expressed the 
opinion that any such reduction would 
be accompanied by an increase in 
freight rates. 


The report of the committee 
on 


tariff and reciprocity, including the 
result 
of 
a 
poll 
of 
the 
mem- 


bers as to their views' on tariff 
revision, was 
made 
to 
the as- 


sociation. 
While 
the 
committee 


has carefully guarded its findings, it 
was authoritatively stated that 
the 


poll had found sixty per cent of the 
3,000 members of the association in 
favor of a revision of the 
Dingley 


tariff. This practically would be the 
reverse of the expression elicited by 
the Home Market club of Boston in 
a similar canvass.

WILL BEjmOPPED. 


Government Not to Push Irish Bill. 


Redmond's Action. 


London, May 22. — The nationalist 


Convention at Dublin having reject- 
ed Mr. Birrell's Irish bill, it is under- 
stood that the government will drop it 
for this session at least, and proceed 
with the other reforms which its lib- 
eral supporteis aio urging, and with 
which the sessional program is crowd- 
ed. That the 
government cannot 


grant any wider measure of self-gov- 
ernment to Ireland without causing 
dissension in the cabinet is not de- 
nied, so there is no other course to 
adopt than shelving the bill, which is 
represented to be the limit to which 
the anti-home rule Liberals would con- 
sent to go. Mr. Redmond's action in 
moving the rejection of the measure, 
although anticipated in some qua.: ters, 
generally caused smpris>e, as it was 
understood that he agieed, after a con- 
ference wkh his colleagues, to accept 
what the government 
offeied 
as a 


partial concession to the demands of 
Ireland. With the majority of his 
party, including the clergy, opposed to 
it, however, there was no othei com se 
for him to pursue, in the opinion of the 
' politicians here. 


Not a Word In Favor of Bill. 


Dublin, May 22.—-The largest, most 


representative and most haimomons 
convention that ever assembled in 
Ireland 
repudiated the plan 
for a 


limited Irish council, which was all 
the Liberal government had to offer 
in fulfillment of its campaign prom- 
ises. This action killed the hope of 
any home rule 
legislation 
by 
the 


present parliament, created a serious 
split in the government's forces and 
may have far-reaching results. 
The 


temper of the convention was plain 
from the beginning. Xo one had a word 
to offer in behalf of the bill. Home 
rule or nothing was the unanimous 
sentiment, and the resolution reject- 
ing the measure proposed by John E. 
Redmond commanded every vote.

the assault, her actions are said to 
have warranted the court in ordering 
her out of town. 


In Mayor McCleery's court 
Wed- 


nesday morning, Mrs. Gibbons filed 
an affidavit for the arrest of "Tuck" 
Sprouse, a cousin of the Schrouck girl, 
on a charge of assault with intent 
to rape. 
She alleges 
that Sprouse, 


who works in the glass house, gained 
entrance to her 
home last Friday 


night by representing that he was her 
husband's cousin from the South. 


After he gained admission, he at- 


tempted to take undue liberties witn 
the woman who succeeded in calling 
help and frightening the man away. 


The Schrouck 
girl is a cousin of 


Mr. Gibbons but Sprouse is no rela- 
tion to the Gibbons family. 
Though 


the room^where the struggle occurred 
was dimly lighted, 
Mrs. 
Gibbon 


stated positively that Sprouse was the 
man who was in her 
room Friday 


night. On her statement the affida- 
vit was prepared. 


The Schrouck girl had nothing to 


do with the affair at 
the 
Gibbons 


home but that she had been keeping 
company with Sprouse and had met 
him many times while she was here. 
Mrs. Gibbons could not manage 
the 


girl and when complaint was made 
by the neighbors to the authorities. 
her arrest was ordered. 


When an officer came to the Gib- 


bons home. Miss 
Schrouck 
took a 


quantity of blue vitriol with her and 
stated that it was her intention to 
swallow it if she was sentenced to 
the industrial school. 
It "was while 


absent from the home in the custody 
of the officials that she took the poi- 
son as her throat and tongue were 
badly burned and swollen from the 
effects of the poison.
